Better Kept Separate 

The Minister of Militia and De- 
fence has before Parliament a pro- 
posal to bring under the adminis- 
tration of one department the 
Militia, the Naval Service, the Air 
Service and the Mounted Police. 
To put the defence forces of the 
country under a common political 
head and manage their affairs 
through the machinery of a single 
department should make for econ- 
omy, and might make for effi- 
ciency also. But the wisdom of 
linking the Mounted Police with 
the military forces in this way is 
doubtful. A police force is not a 
military force. The North West 
Mounted Police was organized to 
enforce law and preserve order in 
the vast wilderness which then 
stretched from the Great Lakes to 
the Mountains. The late Govern- 
ment altered the name, composi- 
tion and duties of the force in a 
way that was arbitrary, radical 
and without excuse. But it did 
not change the character of the 
force from that of an agency for 
the enforcement of law and the 
preservation of order to that of a 
body of troops maintained for pur- 
poses of national defence. Just 
what are the present functions of 
the Mounted Police in the organ- 
ized parts of the country is some- 
thing of a mystery, but whatever 
they are they have to do with the 
internal conditions of Canada, not 
with national defence against for- 
eign aggression. The force is still 
the instrument of civil govern- 
ment; not a unit in the country’s 
fighting forces. There are well 
understood reasons against em- 
ploying a military body in police 
duties, and equally valid reasons 
against investing a police force 
with the status of a military body. 
It is better to keep the two branch- 
es separate in fact and appearance 
as well as in name, 


Canada Under Bureaucracy 

In Parliament the other day Mr. 
Meighen objected to the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Marshall as Commmis- 
sioner of Agriculture for Canada, 
on the ground that the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission had not made the 
appointment. In reply the Min- 
ister informed him that the ap- 
pointment had not been made; Mr. 
Marshal! holding only a tempor- 
ary position of another kind and 
for @ specific purpose.
